Moore  around  the  turn  of  this  century,  was 
finally  gone,  the  campus  seemed  naked;  and 
Blackwell  Hall  stood  out  as  never  before.

The  annual  celebration  brought  hundreds  of  former  students 
back  to  the  campus.  The  weather  cooperated  nicely  with  plenty 
of  sunshine  and  warm  temperature,  and  the  display  of  autumn 
colors  was  still  lavish.  Students  worked  long  and  hard  during 
the  week  before  Homecoming  to  prepare  signs,  build  floats  for 
the  parade,  help  beautify  the  campus,  and  prepare  for  the 
numerous  activities  that  were  a  part  of  the  day's  enjoyment. 
Planned  and  coordinated  by  the  Alumni  Office,  Homecoming 
began  on  Friday  night  of  the  last  weekend  in  October  with  the 
opening  of  the  official  registration  desk  for  alumni  and  other 
visitors  and  a  delightful  performance  by  music  and  theatre 
students,  including  the  Jazz  Band.  The  production,  "The  1940s 
Radio  Show,"  drew  a  full  house.  There  was  also  a  Halloween 
Costume  dance  that  night  in  McConnell. 

But  the  real  celebration  began  Saturday  morning,  when 
alumni,  parents,  and  other  visitors  by  the  hundreds  arrived  on 
campus.  Reunions  were  held  for  classes  from  3,  10,  15,  etc.  years 
ago;  and  the  college  saluted  two  former  students  as  "Alumni  of 
the  Year." 

The  Homecoming  parade  was  enjoyable  as  were  the  pre- 
game  and  halftime  performances  at  the  stadium.  After  the  game 
a  groundbreaking  ceremony  was  held  for  the  new  college  chapel. 
Later  there  was  a  program  of  country  and 
western  music  in  the  auditorium  featuring 
Gamble  Rodgers,  George  Hamilton  IV  and 
other  figures  from  the  Grand  Old  Opry 
plus  the  Bailey  Mountain  Cloggers,  the 
college's  own  award-winning  dance  team. 
The  Homecoming  Dance  featured  "Top 
Secret,"  a  3-member  band  which  played 
Top  40  music.  All  in  all,  it  was  an  enjoyable 
weekend  of  celebration. 


Top  Cat  dressed  to  impress,  and  both  the  clog- 
gers and  the  marching  band  gave  super  perfor- 
mances. Homecoming  Queen  Elaine  Ensley  got  a 
kiss  from  the  Prez,  but  King  Charlie  Edwards  pre- 
ferred to  stay  with  the  football  team.  Businessman 
Bruce  Ellen  of  Augusta,  GA,  and  Ruby  Hooper  of 
Raleigh,  one  of  the  top  administrators  in  Gov.  Jim 
Martin's  office,  received  bronze  medallions  as 
"Alumni  of  the  Year." 
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One  of  the  highlights  of  Homecoming  '87  was  the  founding  of  a  Sports  Hall  of  Fame 
and  the  induction  of  its  first  seven  honorees.  Chosen  were  (1.  to  r.)  Don  Henderson,  former 
MHC  coach  and  athletic  director;  the  late  Jimmy  Graves,  all-time  leading  scorer  in 
basketball  (represented  by  his  wife) ;  Carroll  Wright,  former  All-American  quarterback  now 
a  successful  high  school  coach;  Que  Tucker,  former  basketball  star  now  a  successful  high 
school  coach;  Dr.  Virginia  Hart,  retired  MHC  coach  and  PE  teacher,  Walter  Rabb,  former 
baseball  coach  at  UNC-CH;  and  the  late  O.E.  Roberts,  former  MHC  coach  and  athletic 
director  (represented  by  daughter-in-law  Dorothy  Roberts  of  the  music  faculty).

President  Bentley  presided  over  the 
event,  introducing  various  special  guests  including 
Raleigh  English  of  Mars  Hill,  who  turned  the  first 
shovel  of  dirt.  Mr.  English  and  his  wife,  who  was  the 
college's  "Alumna  of  the  Year"  in  1979,  gave  the  land 
on  which  the  chapel  will  stand.

Although  we  were  caught  up  in  the  many  different  aspects  of  campus  life 
during  the  1987-88  school  year,  we  were  aware  of  things  going  on  in  the 
larger  arena  of  life  around  us. 

Col.  Oliver  North  (far  left)  became  something  of  a  hero  when  he  testified 
before  a  Congressional  committee  about  his  involvement  in  plans  to  finance 
anti-government  rebels  in  Nicaragua  with  money  from  arms  sales  to  Iran. 

A  barge  filled  with  3,128  tons  of  garbage  became  a  joke  and  a  symbol  of 
the  nation's  growing  problems  with  waste  management. 

In  an  effort  to  keep  the  Persian  Gulf  open  to  world  shipping,  the  U.S. 
Navy  began  escorting  tankers  through  the  waters  which  were  frequently 
mined  by  Iran. 

TV  evangelists  Tammy  and  Jim  Bakker  continued  to  make  headlines  after 
bowing  out  of  their  PTL  ministry  followmg  his  confession  of  a  sexual 
encounter  with  former  church  secretary  Jessica  Hahn.  She  later  told  her  story 
in  a  sensational  article  in  Playboy  magazine. 

Dennis  Conner,  the  man  who  lost  the  America's  Cup  in  1983,  won  it  back 
in  1987  when  the  Stars  &  Stripes  swept  Australia's  Kookaburra  III,  4-  o. 

Golden  Gate  Bridge  marked  its  50th  birthday  and  250,000  jammed  the 
famed  structure  for  an  anniversary  walk.  Another  half  million  packed  the 
approaches  to  the  bridge. 

President  and  Mrs.  Reagan  greeted  Pope  Paul  II  when  he  came  to  the 
United  States  for  a  nine-city  tour.

Miss  Michigan,  Kaye  Lani  Rae  Rafko,  a  nurse  who 
shook  up  the  talent  competition  with  a  Polynesian 
dance,  was  crowned  Miss  America  of  1988. 

The  Minnesota  Twins  won  baseball's  World  Series 
by  beating  the  St.  Louis  Cardinals.  Kirby  Pucket  and 
Jeff  Raerdon  celebrated  after  the  Twins  took  the  sev- 
enth game  4-2. 

The  New  York  Stock  Exchange  was  the  scene  of  an 
historic  plunge  as  the  Dow  Jones  industrial  stock  aver- 
age dropped  308  points.  The  crash,  referred  to  as  "black 
Monday,"  stripped  ^500  billion  off  the  market  value  of 
U.S.  securities. 

A  24-day  strike  by  National  Football  League  players 
disrupted  the  1987  season,  resulting  in  "scab"  teams 
playing  part  of  the  schedule.

Because 
most  AIDS  victims  to  that  time  had  been  homo- 
sexuals and/or  drug  abusers,  controversy  sur- 
rounded the  epidemic. 


Looking  at  the  World 


Robert  Bork,  President  Reagan's  first  nominee  to  fill  the  Supreme  Court  seat 
vacated  by  the  retiring  Judge  Lewis  Powell,  was  rejected  by  the  Senate  ^8-42 
after  a  bitter  confirmation  hearing.  An  acknowledged  intellectual,  Judge  Bork 
was  alternately  pictured  as  a  brilliant  jurist  and  as  a  dangerous  extremist. 
Reagan's  second  nominee,  Douglas  Ginsburg,  quickly  withdrew  after  admitting 
he  had  smoked  marijuana  while  a  student  and  a  law  school  professor.  The  third 
nominee,  Judge  Anthony  Kennedy  of  California,  a  conservative  but  less  contro- 
versial than  Bork  and  Ginsburg,  eventually  won  the  confirmation. 

Nancy  Reagan,  wife  of  the  President,  underwent  breast  cancer  surgery  at 
Bethesda  Naval  Hospital  but  recovered  quickly  and  returned  to  the  White 
House.  She  and  the  President  waved  to  well-wishers  from  the  South  Portico 
shortly  after  returning  to  the  White  House.

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Winning  Football  Bounces  Past  Lions 


The  '87  Lions  played  exciting, 
aggressive  football  even  though  they 
were  not  successful  in  terms  of  wins 
and  losses.  The  3-8  final  record  doesn't 
begin  to  tell  the  real  story  of  a  team 
blessed  with  hard-working,  talented, 
proud  players  and  dedicated  coaches. 

Coach  Patton's  team  started  with  a 
31-10  victory  over  Guilford.  They  were 
nipped  by  Catawba,  23-20,  but  then 
came  back  to  post  consecutive  shutouts 
over  Georgia  Southwestern  and 
Newberry.  Sporting  a  3-1  record  at 
that  point  and  ranked  among  the  top 
teams  in  NAIA  Division  i,  the  Lions 
were  optimistic.  But  then  something 
happened,  and  they  lost  seven  straight 
games  to  Western  Carolina,  Carson- 
Newman,  Presbyterian,  Wingate, 
Lenoir-Rhyne,  Gardner-Webb  (the 
eventual  conference  champ),  and  Elon.

Randy  Whitson  again  was  one 
of  the  best  punters  in  the  conference, 
and  Tony  Gibson  proved  he  could  boot 
extra  points  and  field  goals  with  the 
best.  His  46-yard  field  goal  on  the  last 
play  of  the  game  gave  the  Lions  a  3-0 
win  over  Newberry.

The  1987-88  Lady  Lions  made  the  dis- 
trict post-season  playoffs  while  compiling 
their  excellent  (17-11)  record.  Three 
players  —  Andrea  German,  Melanie 
Sawyer,  and  Missy  Buckner  —  led  the 
team  in  scoring  with  averages  about  16 
point  per  game.  Andrea  was  also  the 
team's  leading  rebounder,  averaging 
more  than  14  per  game.
